N childhood is the time to be- 
gin the care of the feet.

selection of the children's shoes.

As the child 


grows older and has a voice in the 
choice of shoes, there is more dif- 
ficulty'in settling the matter; but 
the wearing of high heels should 
be prohibited, tand the constant 
use of a heelless shoe also discour- 
aged. A common-sense heel of mod- 
erate height will give ease and grace 
in walking. 
The mincing, artificial 
gait of the wearer of high heels, and 
the slouching gait of the wearer of 
"sneakers" are alike most ungrace- 
ful. 


A shoe that does not fit may cause 
its wearer endiess discomfort. Such 
shoes cause blisters, overlapping toes 
and broken arches. 


The hum^n loot has two arches, 


one each tor front and back. 
The 


large posterior arch may be injured 
by straining poorly developed mus- 
cles. Long standing, too much walk- 
ing, or the wearing of improper 
shoes may do this. Once broken, the 
fallen arches may make their owner 
almost a cripple, besides 
causing 
many symptoms off nerve disturb- 
ance. 


Examination of the affected feet 
by a specialist and the adjustment of 
suitable 
arch 
supporters 
is 
the 
proper treatment. In severe cases, 
rest, massage and foot exercises may 
be required- 


Tbe.xfront arch, known to the pro- 
fession as the "anterior" or "meta- 
taxsa.1" arch, sometimes 
becomes 
weakened. 
When that 
happens, 
there is pain and discomfort in the 
foot, ankle and leg, and a callous 
forms on the sole of the foot just 
behind the toes. A small pad in the 
shoe may give great r<?lief, but foot 
.exercises should be Dracticed. 


NQ .one but the .sufferer seems to 
"take-foot" troubles seriously; but any- 
one who has had them knows that 
corns are a joy killer. '•" Unfitting 
shoes, either too large or too small, 
3T8UTvcause friction and by irritating 
-the skin produce a thickening of the 
irritated part A well-fitting shoe is 
both preventive and curative. Home 
care of corns is oft n very danger- 
ous, as serious infections may fol- 
low, careless treatment. 


Ingrowing nails are painful and 
are "commonly due to a too narrow 
,>b.oe. The toenails should be cut 
'-scjfuacely. not in a pointed 
way. 
When a nail has beg--n to press in- 
ward, a small piece of cotton slipped 
underneath the nail will relieve the 
pain. A wet dressing of boric acid 
water must be applied if much in- 
flammation is present. 


Excessive perspiration of the feet 


19 a most distressing condition, mak- 
ing the sufferer a person to be 
avoided. A run-down state of health 
and lack of cleanliness 
encourage 


the invasion of germs. 


The local treatment is to -wash the 
feet thoroughly daily with, an anti- 
septic soap, then sponge with cold 
•water and powder well, especially 
between the toes. A fresh pair of 
stockings each day is a necessity, 
and. two pairs of shoes, worn alter- 
nately, should be the rule. The pair 
out of service is left to air and the 
interiors are plentifully dusted with 
powder. 


Most foot troubles can be avoided 


by care. When once they are es- 
tablished, the cure is long, and 
tedious.
